The going price for chartering the whole launch is expected to be about $20 million, 
said John F. Yardley, associate NASA administrator for space flight.

Such a load could be carried for the cheap — by space spending standards — price 
of $10,000, Fletcher said. 
Few humans are expected to take a jaunt into space on the cut-rate fare, however,

taking up no more than 5 cubic feet — just about impossible for a human being loaded 
with space life support systems. 
However, it is expected that universities and some businesses will take advantage 
of the offer to launch experimental and communications satellites, they said. 
Fletcher and Yardley spoke at the opening of the 27th congress of the International 
Astronautical Federation, attended by about 1,000 space scientists from 38 nations 
in both the western and Communist worlds. 
“In less than two decades, we have closed the book of science fiction and have 
reached a point of pragmatically assessing the uses of outer space for all the people 
of the world,” Fletcher said in his address to the congress. 
Ford admits 
blooper on 
East Europe 


United Press International 
President Ford, attempting to clarify 
his debate blooper, today admitted he 
made a “m istake” when he proclaimed 
Poland and other Eastern European na­ 
tions free of Soviet domination. 
The President also questioned Jimmy 
C arter’s leadership ability, saying the 
Democratic candidate is attempting to 
win the presidency by “ running down the 
reputation of the United States.” 
Referring to the considerable stir 
caused by his debate statement, Ford 
told a group of ethnic leaders at a White 
House meeting: 
“ I did not express 
myself clearly; I admit it. The original 
mistake was mine.” 
“ There can be no doubt where I 
stand.” Ford added 
"Any man who 
seeks to persuade you that I think 
otherwise is engaging in deceit and dis­ 
tortion ” 
After meeting with the ethnic leaders, 
Ford departed for a two-day campaign 
swing into New York and New Jersey. 
Carter was in his home town of Plains. 
Ga , resting before resuming his cam ­ 
paign travels Thursday. 
In a formal statem ent read to the 
ethnic leaders and handed out to 


reporters. Ford said he wanted to spell 
out “precisely what I believe (about 
Eastern Europe): 
“ First, the countries of East Europe 
are, of course, dominated by the Soviet 
Union ... Second, the United States never 
has, does not new and never will 
recognize, accept or acquiesce in the 
Soviet domination of eastern Europe ... 
Third, the peoples of eastern Europe 
yearn for freedom; while their countries 
may be physically dominated their spirit 
is not Their spirit has never been broken 
and never will be. And someday they will 
be free ” 
Turning to his assessment of Carter, 
Ford said the ethnic leaders as well as 
other American citizens should “con­ 
sider whether a man who shows so little 
appreciation of A m erica's strength, 
A m erica's respect, and A m erica s 
needs—as my opponent has done in this 
campaign—should be allowed to guide 
the fortunes of the most powerful nation 
on earth " 
He charged that Carter, by using such 
phrases as “ a disgrace to our country, 
in criticizing F o rd ’s rem arks had 
demonstrated a “moral conceit" rather 
than “compassion or common sense.”

3 deaths after 
flu shots probed 
Supervisors delay action 
on County Service Area 


County supervisors, informed that 
cities in the county require more time to 
act on the m atter, on Monday continued 
to Nov. 8 consideration of a proposal to 
form a County Service Area to fund 
sheriff’s patrol services. 
Local Agency Formation Commission 
(LAFCO) had sent on to the board the 
proposal from the city of Santa Barbara 
designed to eliminate “double taxation” 
of police services by city property 
owners. 
The expanded proposal to cover the 
county as passed on by LAFCO would, if 
approved, bring about a tax shift of more 
than $2 million from taxpayers of the 
five cities to taxpayers in the unincor­ 
porated areas of the county, it is es­ 
timated. Cities under the proposal could 
set up areas of their own as nonbenefit 
zones, and county zones would absorb the 


entire approximately $4 million cost of 
the patrol services in keeping services at 
a current level. 
However, the board has received 
notice from the Parkcrest Homes Assn. 
of Goleta Valley and the County Tax­ 
payers Assn that other tax inequities ex­ 
ist which benefit city taxpayers at the 
expenses of county taxpayers 
The claims of other tax inequities had 
resulted in LAFCO giving the super­ 
visors the option of conducting a study of 
the other inequities as well before ap­ 
proving the new service area plan for the 
sheriff’s patrol.

Bud Baker, 34, a transient from the 
Morro Bay area faces continued arraign­ 
ment proceedings in Santa Barbara 
Municipal Court Wednesday on charges 
of murder in the slaying Oct. 4 of Jeffrey 
H. Brandon, a Wells Fargo Guard Ser­ 
vice security officer and recent graduate 
of Lompoc High School. 
Brandon was killed with a bullet from 
his own service firearm and his body left 
on Stearns Wharf in Santa Barbara. 
Baker was arrested last week. A 
reported accessory in the case, Phillip 
Albal, 29, of Morro Bay was arrested at 
about the same time, but released Mon­ 
day pending further investigation. 
A 17-year-old female hitchhiker, who 
also figures in the case, remained in 
custody of juvenile authorities today. 


He said the man asked for money, but 
stalked out the rear door when convinced 
that all money had been removed from 
the cash register and deposited in the 
bank 
Lopez said the man muttered, “To hell 
with it" and turned and left. The rear 
door is only about 75 yards away and 
within sight of the rear of Lompoc Police 
Department. 
The suspect was described as wearing 
a black ski mask or black stocking mask 
over his face. 
It was the third ski mask robbery or at­ 
tempted robbery in less than a month. 
Police Capt. Mel Ramos conceded to­ 
day that his department may have a

BANGKOK, T hailand (U P I) — 
Thailand’s new military junta will seek 
closer ties with the United States and 
adopt a tougher stand toward the Com­ 
munists, a government foreign policy ad­ 
viser said in an interview published to­ 
day. 
“ Relations with the United States are 
not good,” said former Foreign Minister 
Thanat Khoman “ We also have a cool 
sort of relationship with Japan, whose 
economic expertise is most important to 
us. 
“ We must strive to mend our lost ad­ 
vantages of the past two to three years. 


The remarks reflected the position ex­ 
pressed by senior junta member Adm 
Sangad C haloryoo who said in a 
nationwide address Monday night his 
foreign policy will favor non-Communist 
nations 
Thanat’s interview, the first given by 
any adviser to the media since the junta 
seized command last Wednesday, was 
printed in the Siam Rath daily. 


Political sources today reported the 
first indication of organized student 
resistance to the junta in the form of 
leaflets that condemned alleged police 
brutality in fighting that preceded the 
coup The government has said 41 stu­ 
dents were killed in the clashes at a 
Bangkok university. 


There has been no indication that 
Thailand intends to break relations with

95 killed 
in Bombay 
jet crash 


BOMBAY. India (UP!) - An Indian 
A irlin e s je tlin e r a tte m p tin g an 
emergency landing crashed in a "ball of 
fire" at Bombay’s Santa Cruz airport to­ 
day, killing all 95 persons on board, air­ 
line officials said. 
Police said most of the victims — in­ 
cluding 17 women and six children — 
were charred beyond recognition. An air­ 
port security officer said bodies dis­ 
integrated as they were lifted onto 
stretchers. 
“ I saw a light in the sky that I thought 
was firecracker.” one witness said 
“Suddenly this ball of fire got bigger and 
bigger arid speeded towards the airport 
and then I heard a deafening noise.” 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, on a 
state visit to Tanzania, said in a message 
that she was “deeply distressed” by the 
tragedy — one of India's worst air dis­ 
asters 
Aviation Minister Raj Bahadur, after a 
visit to the crash site, said a court of in­ 
quiry headed by a high court judge would 
probe the crash 


“The whole place looks like gutted 
graveyard,” one witness said. 
The Caravelle jetliner, on a domestic 
flight from Bombay to the southern In­ 
dian city of Madras, carried 89 pas­ 
sengers and a crew of six. 


It was not immediately known if there 
were any foreigners on board. 


Eyewitnesses said they heard loud ex­ 
plosions and saw one of the engines catch 
fire 10 minutes after the aircraft took 
off. 


PITTSBURGH (U PI) - M edical 
detectives from the Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta and local health au­ 
thorities today investigated the deaths of 
three elderly residents who received 
swine flu inoculations within one hour of 
each other Monday and died later in the 
day. 
Officials said the victims died of heart 
attacks. 
Dr. Cyril Wecht, Allegheny County 
coroner, said stress and bad vaccine 
were “among other major possibilities” 
being examined 
Wecht said he did “ not want to alarm 
anybody,” but was "not ignoring the ob­ 
vious set of circumstances.” 
Don Barreth. a CDC spokesman in 
Atlanta, said there was a possibility the 
stress of taking the flu shots might have 
contributed to the deaths But he said for 
people in that age factor “ there are 
deaths that occur everyday whether a 
flu shot is in involved or not.” 
He said for persons in the 65 to 75 age 
bracket. “ You can expect 11 6 deaths per 
100.000 population every 24 hours ” 
Alleghny County has suspended the 
vaccination program until findings are 
made Wecht said that it may be a cou­ 
ple weeks if the problem is bad vaccines. 
There was no immediate information 
identifying the manufacturer of the vac­ 
cine. 
The victims were identified as Julia 


Bucci. 75. Charles Gabig, 71, and Ella 
Michael. 74. all of Pittsburgh They were 
innoculated at a South Side clinic Mon­ 
day between 10:30 and 11:30 a.m. 
All three, who died within hours of the 
shots, had histories of heart conditions, 
and Mrs 
Bucci additionally had high 
blood pressure and Mrs. M ichael 
emphysema 
“ What we do not know at this time is 
whether there is a direct or indirect 
causal relationship between the inocula­ 
tion and the collapse and subsequent 
deaths of these people,” Wecb* said. 
Two others who received immuniza­ 
tion at the South Side center experienced 
negative reactions, but have “checked 
out okay." according to Wecht. 
County officials said more 11.000 were 
inoculated here Monday. 
In Wisconsin, Dr. Edward Larkin, 
acting state health officer and ad­ 
ministrator of the state Health Division, 
ordered a temporary suspension of that 
state’s swine flu immunization program 
because of the Pittsburgh deaths 


“ At this time there is no evidence that 
these persons have succumbed as a 
result of receiving the swine flu vac­ 
cine,” Larkin said “ However, until the 
U S 
Center For Disease Control in 
Atlanta is able to ascertain the facts and 
clarify the circumstances, we believe it 
is prudent to suspend the Wisconsin 
program at this time ”

Court affirms 
convictions of 
two Waterbuggers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
federal appeals court has af­ 
firm ed 
the 
convictions of 
former Attorney General John 
N. Mitchell and former top Nix­ 
on aides John Ehrlichman and 
H R. Haldeman on charges of 
conspiring to cover up the 1972 
b r e a k -in a t D e m o c r a tic 
National Headquaters. sources 
said today. 
The U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals here also reversed and 
sent back for further proceed­ 
ings the conspiracy conviction 
of former Assistant Attorney 
General Robert Mardian, who 
was convicted in the sam e case, 
the sources said. 


C lerks at the courthouse 
refused to confirm or deny the 
report except to say that a deci­ 
sion in the appeals would be 
released later in the day. 


Haldeman, Ehrlichman and 
Mitchell were convicted Jan. 1, 
1975, and each sentenced to two 
and a-half to eight years in 
prison by U.S. District Judge 
Jphn J 
Sirica on charges of 
conspiring to obstruct justice 
and lying to a grand jury to try 
to cover up White House involv- 
ment in the break-in 
Mardian, the only defendant 
to be convicted of conspiracy 


alone, was sentenced to 10 to 30 
months in prison. 
All four have remained free 
pending appeal. 
The W atergate case caused 
the p olitical dow nfall and 
resign ation from o ffice of 
President Richard M. Nixon in 
1974. He was later pardoned of 
any wrongdoing in the case by 
President Ford. 
The appeal of the four defen­ 
dants was argued last Jan. 6. 
Defense lawyers protested that 
their clients had been forced to 
come to trial under the “ white 
heat’’of inflammatory publicity 
surrounding the break-in and 
Nixon’s subsequent resignation. 
The lawyers also contended 
that Sirica’s private question­ 
ing of potential ju ro rs was 
“ totally inadequate to ascer­ 
tain the prejudice that existed’’ 
against the cover-up trial defen­ 
dants. 
Ehrlichman already faces a 
20-month to five-year prison 
sentence for approving the 
break-in by W hite H ouse 
“ plum bers” at the office of Dr. 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
That conviction was upheld by 
the court of appeals earlier this 
year but Ehrlichman remains 
free pending a Supreme Court 
appeal 


Simon says: 
Economy 
for 
cause 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon said today the nation’s 
economy is in a “ pause” which 
should not c a u se con cern 
because the overall economic 
recovery is still on track. 
However, Charles Schultze, 
an economist from the Brook­ 
ings Institute and an adviser to 
Jim m y Carter, said a reduction 
in federal government spending 
this year has hurt the recovery.

“ The fact that this attack 
comes but hours after agree 
ment was reached at Chtaura to 
end hostilities proves our suspi­ 
cions that for the Syrians, the 
Chtaura 
talks were only a 
charade,' a spokesman for the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza­

The Arab League envoy who 
mediated and announced Mon­ 
day night's draft peace agree 
ment between Syria, Lebanon 
and the PLO.

Supreme Court rejects challenge 
to new broadcasting regulations 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court today rejected a 
challenge to new broadcasting 
rules which opened the way for 
the debates between President 
Ford and Jim m y Carter. 
It also also turned down an 
appeal by the Socialist Workers 
Party, which had sought equal 
time in the debates for its 
presidential candidate. Peter

The action came in a brief 
order, without comment 


The 
D em ocratic 
National 
Committee and other parties 
appealed a 2-1 ruling by the U.S. 
Court of appeals here last April 
which upheld the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission deci­ 
sion allowing news confer­ 
ences by political candidates to 
be aired in their entirety 
without giving opponents equal 
time 


The FCC held that equal time 
w-is not required for political 
broadcasts not s[ isored by the 
networks themselves This al­ 
lowed the League of Women 
Voters to go ahead with the 
Ford-Carter 
debates 
without 
granting equal time by other 
presidential candidates. 
On request of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, the FCC 


reversed itself when issuing the 
rules. CBS sought a change 
after President Ford on July 8. 
1975. formally announced his 
candidacy for the 1976 election 
Under the practice prevailing 
since the early 1960s, broad­ 
casters had been confined to 
short film clips of news con­ 
ferences on their regular news 
program s If they showed the 
entire program, equal time had 
to be given opponents 
Under the revised policy, 
news conferences as well as 
debates not initiated by broad­ 
casters may be aired live if the 
network in good faith deter­ 
mines they are “ bona fide news 
e v e n ts '' and th e re is no 
evidence that any particular 
candidacy is being intentionally 
assisted 
The change opens the way for 
editors, businessmen or others 
to sponsor the kind of debates 
that highlighted the 1960 contest 
between Richard M Nixon and 
John F Kennedy 
In both the old rules and the 
revised ones, the commission 
was interpreting a 1959 law in 
which Congress sought to give 
political candidates equality of 
opportunity on the airwaves 
and at the sam e time free 
broadcasters 
from excessive 


restraints on their news judg­ 
ment. 
A separate appeal of the new 
ruling was filed by the National 
Organization for Women, the 
Office of Communication of the 
United Church of Christ and 
Rep Shirley Chisholm. D-N Y 
Justice Byron White voted to 
hear both this appeal and the 
one by the Democratic National 
Committee, but the votes of 
four justices are required to 
grant review. 


MADRID, Spain (U PI) - 
Spain’s publishing bombshell of 
the year — a close-up look at 
the late Generalissimo Francis­ 
co Franco by his personal 
secretary — m ay be headed for 
trouble, according to publishing 
sources. 
The sources said Monday that 
a first printing of 45,000 copies 
by the Planeta publishing house 
sold out in three days, but that 
politicians and possibly mem­ 
bers of Franco’s family are try­ 
ing to stop further printings. 
The book — “ My Private 
Conversations with Franco” — 
depicts the dictator and his en­ 
tourage in a som etim es unflat­ 
tering way. It reveals, for ex­ 
am ple, that Franco kept a 
photograph of Adolf Hitler in 
his study for many years. 
The book was written by Lt. 
Gen. F ran cisco Franco Sal­ 
gado, a first cousin of the 
strongman, who was his secre­ 
tary and confidant during Fran­ 
co’s 39-year rule. 
It fascinates Spaniards be­ 
cause the book appears to be 
the first genuine account of how 
Franco ran the nation. Many 
see it as the first authoritative 
attempt at cracking the Franco 
myth 


Most of all, Franco loyalists 
object to the fact that the in­ 
discretions committed in Fran­ 
co’s tightly watched Pardo 
Palace are revealed by a man 
who had the dictator’s full con­ 
fidence. 
Franco Salgado died last 
year, only weeks before Franco 
succumbed to a heart ailment 
and intestinal complications, 
leaving the decision to his 
widow on whether the notes of 
his talks with Franco should be 
published. 
Franco himself never wrote 
his own m em oirs. P erso n s 
close to him have said he was 
convinced he was going to live 
several years longer.

“ The underlying trend in the 
economy is that we are in the 
m idst of a healthy and balanced 
expansion that com pares very 
favorably with the four expan­ 
sions since the end of World 
War II.

Schultze said the government 
has spent between $20 and $25 
billion less than called for in the 
budget this year and that has 
been the main problem. He said 
the spending reduction has of­ 
fset the effects of income tax 
reductions.

Senior citizens speak 
to the next president 


By LOU COTTIN 
AN OPEN LETTER TO OUR NEXT PRESIDENT . 
We older Americans are, for the most part, a hopeful company. God willing, 
we will all live through your terms of office. But we are aware that for some of 
us, the vote on Nov. 2 may be the last presidential vote of our lives. 
That certainly is a solemn thought. Your decisions as president can deter­ 
mine the climate of our last years on earth. Will we end our days in comfor­ 
table serenity? Or will we be tossed about in anguished disarray? 
We don’t really dwell on death overmuch. Actually, we’re too busy making 
our way as we can. We meet whatever difficulties may confront us. Two great 
poets have advised us on how to face our final days. 
Dylan Thomas urged. 
Do not go gently into that good night. 
Old age should rage and bum at close of day. 
Rage, rage against the dying of the light. 
____ 
But we have no desire to rage and storm and moan in sorrow. We hope, in­ 
stead, that you as our president will care for us kindly. For if you do, we can 
end our lives in the way suggested by our dear American poet, William Cullen 
Bryant, who wrote: 
So live, that when thy summons comes to join 
The innumerable caravan which moves 
To that myserious realm, where each shall take 
His chamber in the silent halls of death, 
Thou go not, like the quarry slave at night 
Scourged to his dungeon, but, sustained and soothed 
By unfaltering trust, approach thy grave 
Like one who wraps the drapery of his couch 
About him, and lies down to pleasant dreams. 
Naturally, we older Americans do not parade our needs in such lofty terms, 
Like you, our president for the next four years, we are practical people. We 
speak of laws that must be passed. Such laws will, we hope, assure our good 
health, our well-being and our welfare. We seek the protection of our govern­ 
ment against predators who profit from our difficulties. The passage of such 
laws is of immediate and pressing importance to all the aged in our country. 
Social Security policies and payments should be more realistic. Cost-of-living 
increases are now determined by the Consumer Price Index. Hundreds of 
products which we older Americans rarely purchase are included in that index. 
Should not a separate price index be set up, calculated against the commodities 
that the aged buy? That way the increases in our Social Security payments 
would correctly reflect the necessary increments. 
Women who have been housewives throughout their married lives now 
receive only half as much money each month as their husbands. The equaliza­ 
tion of payments to men and women would assure a more abundant life for all 
aged married couples. 
During your next four years in office, 2,588,400 Americans will reach the age 
of 65 We will need housing suitable to our incomes, to our physical conditions 
and to the improvement of our social life. The current administration has in­ 
deed provided some financing to construct residences for the aged. More will 
be required. 
But the construction of housing for the elderly is not entirely a matter of 
money. Local zoning laws often limit the areas where senior housing may be 
located In some cases, the zoning laws determine whether housing for the 
elderly will be built at all. We hope that the administration will initiate and 
promote laws and regulations in housing for the aged. 
As our president, you and the aged will have common interests. You may 
want our votes again. We want to be alive to cast such a vote. But we may not 
live that long because health services in our country are horrendous. The 
richest industrial nation in the world is shamed. Any comparison between our 
health services for the elderly and those in other industrial nations finds the 
United States operating in the dark ages. 
In recent years, the scandals in nursing homes and home health services 
have been exposed by Congress. There has been no substantive effort to correct 
disgraceful abuses of the helpless old and the temporarily sick. 
Those conditions can be eliminated. Proprietary nursing homes and home 
health services should be taken over by our government. No one should make 
profit from our physical or emotional difficulties. What we demand from our 
president is a National Health Plan, operated as efficiently as those in other in­ 
dustrial countries. 
The candidates in this election have presented themselves to us as religious 
men It is fitting, therefore, to remind them of the Fifth Commandment: 
“Honor thy father and thy mother, in order that thy days may be prolonged 
upon the land." 
And our days, too.

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Murder eyed in 
hospital deaths 


VENTURA (U P I) — Murder 
and manslaughter charges may 
soon be filed against personnel 
at Camarillo State Hospital 
where 79 adults and children 
have died under “ unusual cir­ 
cumstances," 
Assistant 
Dis­ 
trict Attorney Michael Brad­ 
bury said Monday 
The charges follow an eight 
month investigation that cov­ 
ered cases of drug overdoses, 
strangulation and possible 
gross negligence by hospital 
staff, he said 
“ It's our basic intention to 
take the case to the grand 
jury," Bradbury said, adding 
that murder charges may be 
filed by the end of the year. 
More than 100 deaths at the 
state mental institution over 
the last three years have been 
scrutinized since the probe 
opened last February. Brad­ 
bury said autopsies have been 
held in recent deaths though no 
bodies have been exhumed. 
"Tens of thousands of pages 
of documents" have been ex­ 
amined, including medical 
records of the dead patients, 
autopsy findings and tran­ 
scripts of interviews with staff 


members at Camarillo, he said 
Bradbury said the county cor­ 
oner and sheriff as well as a 
panel of medical experts were 
assisting in the investigation 
The investigation is the se­ 
cond probe of Camarillo dis­ 
closed this year.

Less than half of California's 
voters are even aware that the 
controversial farm labor initia­ 
tive known as Prop. 14 exists, 
according to the California 
Poll. 
The poll, released today, 
showed 46 per cent had heard of 
the ballot measure and among 
that segment, sentiment was 
running slightly in favor of the 
initiative 
But Field Research Corp 
pollster Mervin D. Field said a 
wide range of factors could 
have a profound effect on how 
the public eventually votes on 
the issue, placing its outcome in 
doubt. 
According to the independent 
poll, 51 per cent of the voters 
who knew about Prop. 14 sup­ 
ported it, 42 per cent were op­ 
posed, and 7 per cent had no opi­ 
nion. 
There was a high level of un­ 
certainty among those who had 
not heard of the proposition 
when asked to indicate their 
feelings about the measure. Six­ 
teen per cent said they would 
definitely support it and an 
equal percentage indicated 
definite opposition. 
The proposition would make 
certain prolabor changes in the 
state’s farm labor law and 
would prevent any further revi­ 
sions for two years. 
Voters surveyed indicated by 
a slight margin that they would 
like to see the growers and 
farming interests which oppose 
Prop 14 win out over Cesar 
Chavez and the United Farm 
Workers Union, the major force 
behind the initiative. 


conservative region Monday in 
his CB radio-equipped cam­ 
paign motorhome called the 
“ Whale."

DETROIT (U P I) — Dissent 
among 25.000 tradesmen today 
threatened to scuttle a ten­ 
tative pact to end a month-old 
United Auto Workers strike 
against Ford Motor Co., despite 
apparent support for the pact 
from 145,000 production 
workers. 
Unofficial early results of 
ratification votes from more 
than 20 units indicate the 25.000 
skilled tradesmen — one of 
every seven Ford workers — 
were turning the agreement 
down by a ratio of nearly 5-to-4. 
The i45.000 production work­ 
ers appeared to be favoring the 
pact by a 2-to-l ratio but can be 
overruled by the minority 
skilled tradesmen 
A majority of each group, 
voting separately, must ap­ 
prove the agreement to gain 
ratification of the pact, which 
would cover all 170,000 strikers. 
“ It s a mixed bag of results 
so far." a union spokesman in 
Detroit said 
Most of the results made 
public have been against the 
wishes of the union's interna­ 
tional headquarters here. 
Voting was to continue at 
some of the larger UAW locals 
at 102 facilities in 22 states until 
6 p.m. today The results from 
Solidarity House, the union's 
headquarters, were not expect­ 
ed before late evening. 
Among the larger rejections 
by skilled tradesmen was the 
giant UAW Local 600 at Dear­ 
born. Mich . and at the Atlanta 
assembly plant, where it was 
rejected by a 59-to-41 per cent 
margin In a turnabout from the 
pattern at other plants, produc­ 
tion workers in Atlanta also 
rejected the tentative contract 
The key arguments of the 
skilled tradesmen include dis­ 
satisfaction with the wage set­ 
tlement — which gives them an 
extra 20 to 25 cents an hour on 
top of the general wage 
package — and claims that the 
skilled 
tra d e s are 
not 
represented by the UAW 
because of th e ir sm all 
numbers They also have com­ 
plained that new contract 
language to control subcon­ 
tracting of work is not strong 
enough. 
Despite early rejections of 
the 
tentative agreement, 
reached last Tuesday night 
after five days of intensive 
bargaining. UAW officials re­ 
mained hopeful of ultimate ap-

“ It’s a good settlement and 
the people here at Solidarity 
House (UAW headquarters) are 
still hopeful,” a spokesman 
said.

It is uncertain what course of 
action the UAW will follow if 
the skilled tradesmen — elec­ 
tricians, millwrights, tool and 


die makers and equipment 
repairmen — reject the pact. 
But in 1973, when Ford was 
not on strike, the skilled trades 
group voted against a proposed 
agreement and were overruled 
by the union’s International Ex­ 
ecutive Board. Some trades­ 
men have told reporters they 
are voting down the new agree­ 
ment just to see if they really 
have a veto power. 
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PA RIS (U P I) — France says 
it will heed American requests 
to tighten up the spread of 
nuclear material abroad but a 
highly controversial sale of a 
nuclear plant to Pakistan may 
be carried out as scheduled. 
A French spokesman, in an­ 
nouncing the new policy late 
Monday, said it “ does not ap­ 
pear to be incompatible" with 
selling the plant to the 
Pakistanis. 
The High Council for Nuclear 
Foreign Policy, meeting under 
President Valery Giscard d’Es- 
taing. issued a list of six princi­ 
ples for the sale of nuclear 
plants that expressed a new 
willingness to halt the spread of 
nuclear materials. 
"France will not favor the 
proliferation of nuclear wea­ 
pons.’ the statement said. "In 
its nuclear export policy, it will 
reinforce the appropriate rules 
and guarantees." 


The statement said "France 
will handle the cycling of fuel 
as requested,” bringing it 
closer to U.S. insistence that 
nuclear fuel reprocessing 
plants should be brought under 
international control. 


The Pakistani plant would 
reprocess used nuclear fuel. 
The chief byproduct of the 


reprocessing is plutonium, 
which can be used to make 
atomic weapons. 
The United States is con­ 
cerned that Pakistan would use 
the plant to produce an atom 
bomb to match the weapon ex­ 
ploded by its neighbor and 
rival, India, in May 1974. 
Until this week, French 
nuclear sales policy was based 
mostly on commercial competi­ 
tion. Giscard announced in 
Tehran. Iran Thursday that 
France and Iran had concluded 
negotiations on the construction 
of two nuclear power stations 
worth $2.8 billion and had begun 
talks on six more nuclear power 
plants. 
The Ford administration has 
not asked France to drop the 
Pakistan deal but has urged 
that all such sales be avoided in 
the future. 
However. Jim m y Carter, 
Ford’s opponent in the presi­ 
dential election next month, has 
insisted that France should 
drop the Pakistan deal. 
The French spokesman said 
France was satisfied that pre­ 
sent controls and Pakistani 
promises ^will assure that 
Pakistan w ill not use the 
plutonium produced by the 
plant to manufacture an atomic 
bomb.

Hut Soften conceded that he is 
skeptical that there is. or ever 
was. life on Mars And, he ad­ 
ded a del mite "yes" or “ no 
answer to life on Mars may not 
be possible even after long in­ 
cubation m Viking s life detec­ 
tors 
Late Monday evening the 10- 
foot mechanical arm on Viking 
2 shoved a rock near the 
spacecraft for the 
'ond time, 
moving it another four inches 
The arm pushed the rock about 
four inches last Friday to un­ 
cover 
virgin soil, 
sheltered 
from the powerful ultraviolet 
rays of the sun that easily 
penetrate the thm Martian at­ 
mosphere 
Scientists speculate that or­ 
ganic compounds, vital for the 
development of life and absent 
from previous test samples, 
may have survived in the

The arm was then ordered to 
scoop up the soil and deliver it

Police and Red Cross rescue 
teams continued to search for 
victims today. 
Most of the 24 dead and 60 in­ 
jured were riding in a two-car 
passenger train that slammed 


into a stationary freight train 
and tumbled 60 feet down an 
embankment near the mile- 
deep Copper Canyon in north­ 
ern Mexico's Sierra Madre 
mountains. 
The canyon, a favorite tourist 
spot, is nicknamed “ Mexico’s 
Grand Canyon." 
Many of the passengers were 
Mexicans working for foreign 
travel agencies. 
The disaster occurred as the 
excursion train was traveling 
along the famed Chihuahua A1 
Pacific Railw ay from Los

CINCINNATI (U P I) - The world 
champion C8ncinnati Reds, a team 
which prides itself on “ coming to beat 
you,” expects to do just that today in the 
third and possibly final game of the 
National League Championship series 
with the Philadelphia Phillies. 
The Reds, boasting a 2-0 edge on the 
Phillies with the remaining three games, 
if necessary, in Cincinnati, were natural­ 
ly confident a second straight National 
League pennant was imminent. 
“ I ’m not saying we’re overconfident,’’ 
said Joe Morgan, the Reds’ Most 
Valuable Player candidate second 
baseman, who drove in 111 runs this 
year. “ But I don’t think anybody can 
come back and beat us three games in a 
row.’’ 
Cincinnati Manager Sparky Anderson 
nominated Gary Nolan, his winningest 
pitcher with 15 victories, to oppose the 
Phillies, while Philadelphia Manager 
Danny Ozark named 37-year-old 
southpaw Jim Kaat to try and keep the 
their slim chances alive. 
Kaat, who was 12-14 this year and 1-2 
against the Reds, was philosophical 
about his team's chances of overcoming 
an 0-2 deficit on the road in a best-of-five 
series. 
“ I don't think you’d find anybody 
who'd bet their weekly paycheck that 
we’ll beat Cincinnati three games in 
their own ballpark,’’ said Kaat. “ But if 
we win Tuesday, I ’ve got to like our 
chances of coming back to win the whole 
thing.’’ 
Cincinnati first baseman Tony Perez, 
who hit the controversial line drive off 
Philadelphia first baseman Dick 
Allen’s glove, which triggered the four- 
run rally that gave the Reds a 6-2 second 
game win over the Phillies, agreed with 
Morgan that the Phillies’ chances of 
rebounding in Cincinnati were slim A 
day earlier, Perez was quoted as saying 
the Phillies shouldn't even bother com­ 
ing to Cincinnati.

The game, scheduled to start at 8:15 
EDT, marks the return of postseason 
play to tradition-rich Yankee Stadium, 
recently refurbished at a cost of more 
than $100 million to the taxpayers of New 
York City and the site of 29 World Series. 
The third game of the deadlocked 
series makes for a pressure situation, 
but Hassler, who never has appeared in a 
playoff game, doesn’t seem bothered by 
the circumstances. 
“ Four months ago I was a million 
miles away from here,” Hassler said. “ I 
couldn’t even fathom being on a playoff 
team, much less a starter. I was a 
mopup man for a last-place team. 
There’s not as much pressure on me now 
as there was before.” 
Ellis, meanwhile, should be used to the 
pressure, having been a member of Pitt­ 
sburgh’s five-time National League East 
division winners.

'Hurricane' confident 
as retrial begins 


JE R S E Y CITY, N.J. (U P I) — Rubin “ Hurricane” Carter, the former boxer 
who fought for nine years to overturn a triple murder conviction, today ap­ 
peared for his retrial confident of being exonerated 
Carter cheerfully posed for photographs outside the courthouse and ex­ 
changed greetings with a young well-wisher. 
A boy of about 15 rushed up to the former middleweight contender, shook his 
hand and said. “ I know you can do it, champ " 
“ Awright,” Carter shouted back as he hurried into the courthouse 
A list of 300 veniremen was available for jury duty, with a panel of 16 — 12 
jurors and four alternates — faced with the task of deciding if Carter and his 
codefendant, John Artis, are guilty of killing three persons in a Paterson 
taproom in 1966. 
Superior Court Judge William J Marchese will preside at the trial. 
Carter and Artis served nine years in prison before being released for the 
new trial, ordered last year by the New Jersey Supreme Court. 
The court ruled that the Passaic County prosecutor’s office erred on two 
grounds during the 1967 trial. 
The court said the defense attorneys should have been given a tape recording 
made by a prosecution witness and that defense attorneys should have been 
told of promises of favorable treatment made to two major prosecution witnes­ 
ses. 
Arthur Dexter Bradley and Alfred Bello, two convicted thieves, testified in 
1967 that on June 16,1966, they saw Carter and Artis running from the Lafayet­ 
te Bar and Grill, one of them armed with a shotgun and the other with a pistol. 
On that morning more than 10 years ago, according to police reports, two 
men stepped into the doorway of the bar and for no apparent reason opened fire 
on the white occupants. The assailants were identified as black men. 
Early in 1975, Bradley and Bellow went before Superior Court Judge 
Samuel A Larner, the trial judge, and said they had lied Lam er ruled the 
recantations “ lacked the ring of truth.” 
Carter, now 39, was nicknamed “ The Hurricane” because of his whirlwind 
style of boxing, and was a leading contender for the middleweight crown John 
Artis. 21 at the time of the alleged murders, was a casual friend of the boxer.

NEW YORK (U P I) — Pound for pound, little Joe Morgan 
stands above everybody else. He’s No. 1, the best ballplayer 
in baseball today and that means in the whole world. Never 
mind that he doesn’t have any hits yet in the playoff. He’ll 
make that all up in the World Series, then most likely pick up 
his second consecutive M VP award a few weeks later. 
Look at what he did this year. He finished with .320, drove 
in 111 runs, hit 27 homers and stole 60 bases—even though he 
missed 21 ball games. The little Cincinnati second baseman 
checks out perfectly on all five counts that are used to dif­ 
ferentiate between merely a good ballplayer and a great one 
Joe Morgan hits for average, hits with power, runs excep­ 
tionally well and there isn’t a thing wrong with either the 
way he fields or throws. 
Yet even with all his attributes, if I had to single out the 
most exciting performer in both the National and American 
League today, I mean the one player most capable of turning 
around an entire playoff or World Series and dominating it 
completely, Pete Rose would be my choice hands down. 
Anytime he’s in a ball game, which in his case means 
every day, he worries the players on the other team half to 
death, sometimes beating them all by himself, and the last 
two men I can remember ever being able to do that were 
Jackie Robinson and Roberto Clemente 
Rose gets $190,000 a year. Morgan and Johnny Bench each 
make more than $200,000. Rose’s contract expires at the end 
of this season and if he doesn’t get what he wants, 
presumably as much as Morgan and Bench, there’s a good 
chance he’ll play out his option and become a free agent. For 
the moment, however, Rose insists he prefers to stay with 
the Reds and does not wish to be traded. 
At 35. Pete Rose is no kid even though he generally plays 
like one. He was the only member of the Reds to play in 
every one of their 162 games this year and don’t forget, he 
ran everything out. Instead of being tired now that the 
regular season is over, he’s throwing himself into these 


games as if they were the opening ones of a brand new 
season. 
In the Reds’ first playoff victory over the Phillies Satur­ 
day, Rose ripped Steve Carlton’s very first pitch for a dou­ 
ble, sliding headfirst into second base, and added a triple 
and another double before he was through Every time he 
came up, the confidence stuck out all over him. The Phila­ 
delphia fans saw it, too, so that even after the game was lost 
for the Phils, they cheered reliever Tug McGraw for retiring 
him late in the contest. 
Rose had blood all over his uniform from an angry looking 
bruise he had picked up on his right arm sliding into third 
base. 
“ Look, Pete, you’re bleeding!” someone said to him after 
the 6-3 victory. 
“ So what?” he brushed it off. “ It ain’t the first time, and it 
won’t be the last.” 
He had two more hits, scored twice and drove in a run in 
Sunday’s 6-2 verdict over the Phils. 
Jay Johnstone, the Phillies’ right fielder, leads all the hit­ 
ters in both playoffs with an .800 percentage for his four out 
of five, all singles. He doesn’t really count, though, because 
he’s like Smoky Burgess—wake him up at 3 in the morning 
Thanksgiving Day and he’ll slip on his pants and go out there 
and get you a base hit with his eyes still closed. 
I remember Pete Rose standing near third base during 
batting practice the day before last year’s World Series 
started and he was talking about the series’ record for the 
most base hits. He asked about it and was told Bobby 
Richardson and Lou Brock held the record jointly with 13 
hits apiece. Rose said he felt he was going to have a good 
series, and he was going to challenge the record. 
He didn t break it, but he came close with 10 hits 
Pete Rose batted .370 against the Red Sox and had as much 
to do as anybody with the Reds winning last year’s World 
Series.

LONDON (UPI) - Britain’s 
Labor government has won a 
vote of confidence in its plan to 
lift the nation out of an 
economic crisis and bolster the 
failing pound without drastic 
cuts in public spending. 
The 301-288 vote Monday 
came after Prime Minister 
James Callaghan ended par­ 
liament's emergency economic

by

“Britain's credit is still good .” 
The b eleagu ered pound 
showed little initial reaction on 
foreign exchanges. It closed at 
)1.6595 Monday in quiet trading. 
Callaghan ruled out further 
big cuts in public spending as 
demanded by the opposition 
Conservative party. 
“It would be a profound mis­ 
take if we were to make a sur­ 
gical operation to try to cut 10 
billion pounds ($17 billion) of 
public sector borrowing,’’ he 
said. 
“This is not a terminal il­ 
lness, but we must pursue our 
policies very steadily.” 
Last week, the Bank of 
England announced it was rais­ 
ing its minimum lending fee for 
financial institutions to 15 per 
cent. The move followed a 
request to the International 
Monetary Fund for a $3 9 billion 
loan to bolster the pound

Margaret Thatcher was given a 
standing ovation by her 
followers Monday as she con­ 
demned the governm ent’s 
economic policies. 
“Unless the government cuts 
public expenditure they will not 
be able to finance or to achieve 
economic recovery,” she said. 
She calculated that Britain’s 
borrowing power had been cut 
to $18 billion and said, “We 
have absolutely no choice but to 
change our policies.”

Spain (UPI) - A 
Norwegian freighter carrying a 
load of fertilizer sank today at 
the entrance to La Coruna Bay, 
the site of Spain’s worst recent 
ecological disaster, Spanish 
news agency reports said. 
According to the reports, all 
but one of the 36 crew of the 
7,700-ton freighter Rittleholm 
were rescued One was listed as 
missing 
The freighter was carrying a 
cargo of fertilizer from Norway 
to Bangkok. 
The news agency Europa 
P ress said that m aritim e 
authorities were investigating 
whether the fertilizer could 
contaminate the waters off La 
Coruna where the sinking of a 
102.000-ton oil tanker resulted in 
disaster earlier this year.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - So­ 
phisticated new weapons sche­ 
duled for Israel must be ap­ 
proved by C ongress and 
therefore probably will not be 
shipped until next year, accord­ 
ing to Pentagon officials. 
President Ford said at a 
meeting with Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon Monday he 
approved a $1 billion arms sale 
a g r e e m e n t to f o r e s t a ll 
“circumstances we want to 
avoid” in the Middle East. 
.His press secretary Ron Nes- 
sen later told reporters the 
President made the decision 
last week on a long-standing 
Israeli request, and the weap­ 
ons are part of the credit sales 
to Israel already authorized in 
the budget. 
He said they included new 
weapons never before supplied 
the Jew ish state, but no 
Pershing missiles that have a 
nuclear capability. 
Pentagon officals said deliv­ 
eries could not be made until 
after the contracts are ap­ 
proved by Congress, which has 
20 working days to veto any 
weapons sale costing above $25 
million. They said Congress 
will have to be in session for a 
contract to be submitted. 


Congress has adjourned for 
the year, and barring emergen­ 
cies will not reconvene until 
mid-January. So it likely will be 
February at the earliest before 
the deliveries could begin. 
In the presidential debate on 
foreign policy last week, 
Democratic candidate Jimmy 
Carter criticized the level of aid 
to Israel. But when asked if 
Ford’s move Monday were tied 
to his presidential campaign, 
Nessen said the question was 
“not worthy of an answer.” 
“That’s not something I’m 
going to deny,” he said. 
Allon, after seeing Ford, met 
with Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger for two hours at the 
State Department and both 
refused, as did Nessen, to say 
specifically what arms are in­ 
volved in the deal. 
“I would like to tell you very 
frankly that we never discuss in 
public any military equipment 
purchases we make anywhere 
in the world,” Allon told 
reporters as he left the meeting 
with Kissinger. 
Allon also denied to reporters 
that the step-up in arms to 
Israel had any connection with 
the U.S. elections. 
Posing for photographers at 


the start of their Oval Office 
meeting, Allon told Ford, “I’m 
glad you have agreed to the new 
items” in the sale. 
Ford replied, “It was the 
right thing to do so there would 
be no question about the sup­ 
port, in order to prevent cir­ 
cumstances we want to avoid.”

There’s enough coal to generate 
electricity in the U.S. for centuries.

First, 
the good news 


The coal resources of the 
United States are large enough 
to satisfy all of the nation’s energy 
needs for 200 years or more. 
Most of it is in the Western states, 
and fortunately much of it is low 
in sulfur content.

Wind, solar, garbage, tides, 
ocean thermal differences, fusion 
and other developing technologies 
may someday help us supply 
your energy. Some may take 
years to prove out. Others may 
never become efficient or reliable 
enough to be competitive. But 
if and when they are ready, we’ll 
be ready too. In the meantime, 
we must meet your demands 
for electricity.

Proposition 1 on the Nov. 2 
general election ballot is 
another bond issue, as so many 
are. 
This proposition, if approved 
by the voters, would authorize 
the California Housing 
Finance Agency to issue $500 
million in state obligation 
bonds for a variety of reasons 
but primarily to provide hous­ 
ing for low and moderate- 
income families. 
The California Housing 
Finance Agency was created 
only la s t y e a r by the 
Legislature. Its purpose was 
to finance housing for persons 


of low or moderate income, 
principally by means of direct 
loans and through loan in­ 
surance. 
The agency can make 
mortgage or construction 
loans for housing develop­ 
ments. Loans also can be 
made to purchase and improve 
existing homes in areas which 
are deteriorating or where 
financing is not generally 
available. 


An ancillary benefit by the 
proponents of this measure is 
that it will provide a pump 
primer for California’s lagg­ 


ing building industry. 
The objective of the agency 
and the proposed bond issue 
are not particularly arguable. 
However, the agency is only 
one year old and already has 
the authority to sell $300 
million in tax-exempt revenue 
bonds and $150 million in tax­ 
able, federally guaranteed 
revenue bonds.

Britain needs 'safety net' 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Watching a good man slip 


WASHINGTON - It happens all too 
often A good man, possessed of fine 
principles, wins a seat in Congress and 
manages to hang on to it. Then, in the 
heady atmosphere of Washington, his 
principles slowly begin to erode. 
Watching a good man slip is always a 
sad ex p e rien ce . I t ’s p a rtic u la rly 
wrenching to see it 
happen to Rep. Don 
E dw ards, 
D -Calif. 
Few men have come 
to Congress with a 
more impressive past 
and a more promising 
future. 
An ex-FBI agent and 
a 
s e lf - m a d e 
m illionaire, he had 
one of th e fin e s t 
records in the House. 
He became known as a 
legislator who stood 
up for the downtrod­ 
den and spoke up for 
his convictions. 
He was the right 
m an, it seemed, to 
head the Constitutional Rights Subcom­ 
mittee. But power and prestige have dif­ 
fering effects on different men. To some, 
they offer challenges; to others, tem pta­ 
tions. Don Edwards, after ascending the 
heights, began to slide back down again. 
He has been an ineffective chairman. 
He even let his own privacy bill die in his 
subcommittee. Worse, we have now 
caught him in a blatant conflict of in­ 
terest Here are the details of the com­ 
plex story. 
Edwards made most of his fortune as 
founder and president of the Valley Title 
Company, which has become the largest 
title company in his home district. A few

years ago, he stepped down as the firm ’s 
top officer, but he remains its controlling 
stockholder, with 51 per cent of the 
shares. 
In 1963, a year after he was first 
elected to Congress, his company took 
title to a parcel of land in Santa Clara, 
Calif. The title company, although 
holding the deed to the property, never 
actually owned it. Instead, the firm held 
the land for the real owner, a practice 
that is quite legal under California law. 
In March, 1970, the land was officially 
deeded to the Ginden R and B Company, 
which built the Monte Alban Apartments 
cm the property. One of the principal 
partners was Ben Ginden, who told us his 
company paid about $5,000 to the con­ 
gressman’s firm for its services. 
Ginden acknowledged that he has also 
paid the congressman’s firm an ad­ 
ditional $5,000 to $10,000 for its title work 
on other land deals. Our examination of 
the California land records disclosed 
several real estate transactions that the 
Valley Title Company handled for 
Ginden. The latest was only a few 
months ago. 
Ginden has also written letters to new­ 
spapers defending Edwards and has 
made donations to the congressman’s 
campaigns. The relationship between the 
two men, clearly, has been profitable. 
A few years ago, Ben Ginden and his 
associates fell behind in their mortgage 
payments on the Monte Alban Apart­ 
ments. The Dept, of Housing and Urban 
Development, which had guaranteed the 
mortgage, threatened to foreclose the 
project. 
Ginden sought the assistance of the 
congressman who promptly dispatched a 
missive to 
HUD. Edwards asked the 
housing officials to waive almost $20,000 


Double taxation?? 


The movement of the county’s five 
cities last week to explore the creation of 
special police service areas was 
fascinating in the unanimity of the way it 
happened It all began with the Santa 
B arbara City C ouncil’s action in 
suggesting a special police service area 
for Goleta. That spread to Santa Barbara 
itself, later to C ar­ 
pintería and the rest is 
well known. 
S an ta B a r b a r a ’s 
council adopted a 
resolution asking the 
Board of Supervisors 
to create a special ser­ 
vi ce a re a fo r the 
county and including 
the city and Goleta or 
to set elections for the 
voters to act for that 
purpose. The idea is 
th a t ta x p a y e rs in 
cities are taxed double 
for law enforcement, 
once for their own 
police dep artm en ts 
and the second time 
around to support the sheriff’s depart­ 
ment. It would take several of these 
columns at least to delineate ail aspects 
of the question. 
Lompoc City Council adopted a similar 
resolution last Tuesday. Guadalupe is 
scheduled to consider the adoption of a 
resolution at their regular meeting 
tonight. Santa Maria City Council is 
scheduled to consider the m atter on Nov. 
16. Carpintería has already adopted a 
similar resolution. It is likely that all 
five of the county’s cities will concur. 
On Sept 30, the Local Agency Form a­ 
tion Commission approved forwarding to 
the Board of Supervisors Santa Bar­ 
b a ra 's resolution; T hat the board 
designate various zones throughout the 
county for the purpose of setting levels of 
patrol service as appropriate and desired 
by the people in those zones for sheriff's 
patrol services only. (The commission 
also requests that each of the cities be 
set up as separate zones if they are to re­ 
main within the service area.) 
And, that the board consider an overall 
ev alu atio n of the tax in eq u itie s 
throughout the county and conclude such 
evaluation and study at an early date, 


with the results to be made available to 
all governmental entities and groups 
representing the unincorporated areas of 
the county. 
Bob Perkins, executive officer of 
LAFCO, notes that the total concept is 
not only to assist taxpayers in cities, but 
also to aid some of those in unincor­ 
porated areas who may be paying for 
something they are not getting 
One of the key words, and it comes in a 
segment of these documents not printed 
here, thus far, is “ extended .” 
Undersheriff Larry Marshall says his 
boss, Sheriff John W Carpenter is not 
opposed to the concept of Santa Bar­ 
bara’s resolution, but would call atten­ 
tion to an attorney general’s ruling that 
defines "extended” as service over and 
beyond the present service level. In that 
sense, the sheriff and the City of Santa 
Barbara are at opposite poles 
Santa Barbara’s position is clear. In 
the city’s resolution there is this in 
paragraph 5: “ ...zones shall be es­ 
tablished within the proposed county ser­ 
vice area by this board, with tax rates 
varying with the extent of benefit to each 
zone derived from services provided to 
the property within each zone.” 
Therein lies the nub of the whole ques­ 
tion. There is a widespread feeling that 
sojne areas, such as the cities for exam­ 
ple, receive no direct benefit or very lit­ 
tle at any rate, from sheriff’s patrols. 
Feeling to this effect is running high in 
the City of Lompoc 
Please note, however, the sheriff’s opi­ 
nion based on the attorney general’s 
review, that the service district concept 
is for the overlay of police services at a 
level beyond present levels 
The service district concept was ad­ 
vanced years ago for the Goleta area. In 
1967 for example, taxpayers countywide 
were saying there should be a district in 
Goleta to, on the one hand, tax more for 
police services, and on the other hand, 
provide more police services 
Lompoc City Atty. Alan Davidson, 
says some entities suscribe to the belief 
that some areas, the cities, for example 
can be designated areas of no benefit and 
thus could 
subtract the amount that 
local taxpayers now contribute for 
sheriff's patrols 
All that remains to be seen. 


in payments so the Ginden project could 
be continued. "If HUD were to throw 
(M onte Alban) into fo reclo su re,” 
pleaded Edwards, "there will be 192 
families evicted.” 
His letter to HUD concluded: "I feel 
impelled to stress that I would certainly 
hope that this project be saved. I would 
appreciate your time and cooperation in 
my receiving a full report.” 
Edwards did not mention the fact that 
he was writing in behalf of his firm ’s 
client, nor that his firm had been in­ 
volved in the actual real estate transac­ 
tion in question. 
The congressman told our reporters 
Gary Cohn and Andy Penn that he was 
unaware his company had once held title 
to the land At the time he wrote to HUD. 
he said, he didn’t even know that Ginden 
was a client of his title company. All he 
was doing, insisted E dw ards, was 
providing a normal service for a con­ 
stituent. 
But Ginden told us a different story "I 
know Don Edwards, and I like him,' he 
said 
On a couple of occasions, said 
Ginden. he had run into the congressman 
and had boasted: "Don, sometimes. I’ve 
thrown a little business your way.” The 
congressman, recalled Ginden, had said: 
"Fine.” 
But Ginden denied any wrongdoing. He 
had written to Edwards, he explained, 
sim ply because the co n g ressm an 
represented the district where the apart­ 
ments were located. 
Don Edwards isn’t the first nor the 
worst of the congressmen who have 
tended their own cash registers in 
Washington In the American tradition of 
worshiping financial success, many 
members of Congress can be found in 
zestful pursuit of the capital gains. 
Footnote. Although HUD didn't comp­ 
ly with Edwards’ request, an arrange­ 
ment was eventually worked out to 
forestall foreclosure on the apartment 
project. Ben Ginden, meanwhile, has 
severed his connections with the 
property. 
KISHINEV 
PO STSCRIPT: 
L ast 
December, we reported that Mark 
A bram ovich, a prom inent Jew in 
Kishinev, Russia, was being set up by 
Soviet authorities for a long prison term. 
The local Communist paper had ex­ 
coriated him as a man who "slanders the 
country that had raised him.” Such 
public denunication is often a prelude to 
a trial. 
After we put the world spotlight on 
Abramovich, the dissident Russian 
quickly received an emigration visa and 
is now safely in Israel 


LONDON — “ Britain will be Com­ 
munist in five years.” This is the kind of 
alarm ist talk you can hear as the 
nation’s plight worsens, dramatized by 
the falling of the pound to unprecedented 
low levels. 
Prim e M inister Jam es Callaghan 
speaking at the conference of the Labour 
P arty at Blackpool 
called for support for 
private enterprise, an 
end to e x c e s s i v e 
government spending 
and a wages policy 
putting a curb on trade 
union demands. For 
th e f i r s t t i m e in 
Labour Party history 
the laborites failed to 
give the leader of their 
party a standing ova­ 
tion. 
Left-wingers 
have 
gained control of the 
party’s National Ex­ 
ecutive Council and 
this raises the larger 
question w hether a 
Labour government has a ghost of a 
chance of carrying through parliament 
the kind of stem reforms Callaghan 
called for. 
No leader within the Conservative op­ 
position is considered to have the pop­ 
ular following or the quality of command 
to take over in the event of Labour’s 
defeat in a new election. 
That is one reason a budding hope for a 
coalition government — largely nurtured 
by the Conservatives and members of 
the banking community — is beginning to 
grow. It would be in the wartime tradi­ 
tion with all parties represented in the 
principal government posts. In theory, 
and this all may be a momentary pipe 
dream . Callaghan would rem ain as 
Prime Minister. 
The current answer to the crash of the 
pound and unemployment running at 5 
per cent or more of the labor force is still 
one more advance from the International 
Monetary Fund. 
This will be the fourth advance in a 
period of 12 months 
This time the 
request by Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Dennis Healey is for $3.9 billion 
But of that amount $1.03 billion will 
have to go to repay an IMF loan granted 
last June that expires in December This 
is borrowing from Peter to pay Paul, an 
exercise that certainly has its limits. In 
fact those limits already may have been 
reached 
There are those withm the Labour 
Party who realize the futility of going 
repeatedly to the IMF with a tin cup 
This is an outmoded form of aid-by-loan 
that simply postpones the day of reckon­ 
ing At best it can only show the advance 
of creeping socialism. 
Those laborites who see the futility of 
the present approach by a divided 
government suggest as an alternative 
Secretary of State Kissinger’s concept of 
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"This is it! The whole answ er to the W atergate 
mess — fust a m atter of a little b ad judgm ent!" 


a "safety net.” 
In oversimplified term s this would be 
a large fund put together by the principal 
W e s t e r n p o w e r s to m e e t such 
emergenices as exist in Britain and in 
Italy. 
Above all the "safety net” would be a 
recognition of the interdependence of the 
West. Without that interdependence the 
effort to halt the spread of creeping 
Communism is bound to fail. For all the 
talk about it in a series of international 
conferences the "safety net” idea has 
advanced scarcely at all. 
The left-wingers in the Labour Party 
opposing any cuts in government expen­ 
ditures and demanding the immediate 
nationalization of banks and large in­ 
surance companies are not Communists. 


The Communist party in Britain is a 
negligible faction. But the left-wingers 
hold the passionate belief that the 
system must be changed with all the 
benefits of a socialist Valhalla long 
dreamed of 


Should they gain control of the govern­ 
ment they would put through a series of 
reforms that would mean a profound dis-

ruption in the structure of British life. 
A wealth tax has been threatened in 
the House of Commons. This would mean 
that above and beyond personal income 
taxes one would pay a percentage each 
year of the value of any property owned 
above a stated amount. 
If, say, you owned a Rembrandt, you 
would pay from 2 per cent to 3 per cent of 
its appraised value annually. 
The class system still has strong roots 
in Britain. It helps to explain the 
animosity of the left-wingers. And there 
is wealth, in some instances great 
wealth, particularly in land and urban 
real estate, that is in one way or another 
sheltered from the tax collector. 
A visitor returning here after more 
than a year's adsence is surprised by the 
familiarity of all things. Rains have 
abated the drought and Hyde Park is 
again green and inviting. 
The civility of a people crowded into 
this small island is what the American is 
above all aware of. They have so much to 
offer in knowledge, sophistication, un­ 
derstanding If it were lost, as it almost 
was in two wars, the world would be a 
far poorer place 


A capital idea 


It may not have been apparent to you. 
but I have been away for the past week 
attending the semi-annual meeting of the 
Baptist Joint Committee on Public Af­ 
fairs in Washington, D C. 
This is an organization on Capitol Hill 
supported by nine Baptist constituencies 
throughout the nation. Even Baptists 
don’t always agree on 
the same thing — 
which may be obvious 
from the fact that 
there are nine dif­ 
ferent bodies involved 
in this venture, and 
this does not come 
near exhausting the 
number of asso cia­ 
tions of Baptists in the 
United States. 
One thing that these 
nine bodies do agree 
on. however, is the 
principle of Separation 
of Church and State as 
guar ant eed by the 
First Amendment to 
th e C o n s t i t u t i o n . 
There is a professional staff employed by 
the Joint Committee that keeps abreast 
of m atters that come before the ex­ 
ecutive, legislative and judicial branches 
of our government relating to church and 
state, and when it seems appropriate, 
the Baptist viewpoint is brought to the 
attention of these governmental 
branches. 
The com m ittee of which I am a 
member gathers twice a year to give 
direction to the staff on pertinent m at­ 
ters pending or likely to come up before 
Congress, the Supreme Court or some 
segment of the executive branch. 
One of the m atters on our agenda this 
time was a half day’s consulation with 
the United States Department of State on 
a couple of subjects of concern to our 
com m ittee: Human rights and U.S. 
foreign affairs and the CIA use of 
American missionaries overseas. 
The ground rules of our consultation 
were similar to those imposed on some 
press conferences by State Department 
officials. It is all right to use the infor­ 
mation that comes out of the conference 
so long as it is attributed simply to a 
State Department source rather than to 
a specific individual. 
The committee traveled from Capitol 
Hill to the C Street offices of the State 
Department by chartered bus, except for 
one member who had rented a car and 
had decided to drive up himself. 
When he joined the group in the lobby 
of the State Department building, he told 
us this story: 
He knew the State Department was on 
C Street between 21st and 22nd streets, 
but he didn’t know which side of the 
street it was on. He pulled up to the curb 
at the corner of 22nd Street and asked a 
policeman who was on duty, “Which side 
is the State Department on?” 
He said the officer paused for a mo­ 
ment and then replied, "Ours, I think ” 


During a break between the first topic 
and the second topic of our consultation 
with the State Department officials, 


several of the committee members were 
moving in and out of the sixth-floor con­ 
ference room, hoping, perhaps, to catch 
a glimpse of the Secretary of State who. 
we were told, might find time to drop in 
for a few moments 
One very prominent Baptist leader 
came back into the conference room and 
as he did, another committee member 
cupped his hands to his mouth and said 
something to him. 
"W hat's that?” the first man asked 
The other man again cupped his hands 
and repeated the whisper, a bit louder 
but not loud enough to be understood by 
the first man. 
Finally, the prominent Baptist leader, 
unable to get any closer to the other man 
because of a large conference table 
between them, said, "Out with it, man 
We have no secrets here!” 
"Okay,” said the other man in a voice 
that could be heard all over the room 
“ Your fly is open and your shirttail 
hanging out.”
